lowed out fo the letter, and out of that 
Urge party of sturdy emigrants not one 
wis left to tell the tale, the only ones 
spared being seventeen children, all 


of whom were too young to be danger- 
ous witnesses. 
And all this was done 


in t/ir name of Ike Lurtl, and, as Lee 
says in his dying confession, with the 


entire approval of Brigham Young and 
the other dignitaries of the church. 
Should vengeance be satisfied short of 
the punishment of the hoary-headed 


Brigham himself?

to go unwhipt of justice the gallows 


will be robbed of its lawful prey. 


After the massacre the property of 


the emigrants was disposed of for the

SWEEPiNH. 


As many of our readers have lately 
J the privilege of listening to the 


Hev. Henry Ward Beecher, it may not 
be unacceptable to them to hear from 
lis wife; and as we find in an exchange 
a paragraph which ia attributed to her, 
which treats upon a subject which can- 
not fail to interest all tidy housewives, 
we will give them the benefit of her 
advice upon the matter of carpet sweep- 
ing. 


In all other experiments we have 


never found anything ao tafe and ler- 
viccable as moutened bran. Instead of 
stopping to clean the broom every few 
minutes, 
sweeping the carpets with 


bran not only cleanses the carpet, frees, 
it almost entirely from dust, but keepa 
the broom clean at the same time. It 
must be moistened only enough to keep 
the particles together. If too wet, it 
will leave the carpet so damp that the 
dust will settle over it and -will deface 
the carpet more than it will clean it.— 
Besides, it makes the work much harder, 
because the bran becomes heavy with 
much .,moisture. 
Distribute the bran 


evenly over the floor, andjthen sweep as 
nsual. The bran scours or cleans the 
whole fibric. Very little dust ia made 
when sweeping with it, and scarcely 
any settles after the work is accom- 
plished; because every thread, bit of 
paper, lint or dust, is gathered into the 
mass of bran faat is moved over the 
floor, and is so thoroughly incorporated 
with it that it cannot be easily removed. 
Carpets swept in this manner gather 
very little dust, as will be plainly seen 
when they are taken up for shaking.

We hear of a number of farmers 


breaking up sod land this spring. It 
seems to us this is a bad policy. We 
want more grass, not less. An acre of 
good, well set blue gran is the best 
crop an Illinois farmer can have—and it 
can be had of u fine quality in Illinois 
as in any land the ran shines on, if 
pioperly managed. A blue grass crop 
should never be plowed up for a crop 
of corn, or for any other crop. More 
grass is what we want—more grazing 
and more dairies; but to have profitable 
bine grats pantures, they must b« care- 
fully seeded, thoroughly sodded, and not 
pastured in very wet or dry weather.— 
Tnen, the older they are the belter they
